The annual banquet of the Hamlin 
Board of Community Development 
will be held next Thursday evening 
and it is important that a good turnout 
of Hamlin citizens be on hand for the 
occasion. 
The BCD is finishing up one of its 
better years and is already making 
plans for an even better one this year. 
Sometimes it is hard to pin point 
just what a BCD or Chamber of 
Commerce does for a town but it can 
and should be one of its most vital 
organizations, but this is not possible 
without the full support of the com­ 
munity — both in time and interest by 
the citizens but also their money. 
By its nature the BCD operates 
through its committees and if these 
committees 
are 
to 
accomplish 
anything, its members must be ac­ 
tive. This past year the BCD had 
some very active committees but it 
also had some that were almost 
inactive 
The Retail Trade Committee had 
one of its best years as did the 
Community 
Development 
Com­ 
mittee. Among the many projects 
undertaken by the Trade Committee 
were the sidewalk sales and flea 
markets, the Christmas decorations 
and the Christmas program. The 
Community Development Committee 
launched a cleanup campaign that 
helped eliminate many of the eye 
sores around town — most notable of 
these were some of the old carts that 
were removed. 
But like any organizations the BCD 
can only do as much as its members 
want it to do. You can not just sit back 
and ask why the BCD does not do 
more to attract industry — you have 
to join in with your fellow citizens and 
do the job. And this is true of any 
other project that should be ac­ 
complished by the BCD. 
Community development is not 
something that you can leave to 
others 
to 
accomplish 
but 
it 
is 
something that everyone must take 
part in. 
The Littlefield Chamber of Com­ 
merce is staging something different 
this year for members in that South 
Plains city that might hold promise 
for other communities. They are 
having a “retreat'’ at the Holiday Inn 
in Clovis, N. M., where Littlefield 
Chamber members will relax and 
enter into a planning session for the 
city. 
There will be no formal program. 
The people attending this retreat will 
sit down together to identify local 
problems, set up objectives and 
outline realistic ways to accomplish 
these objectives. 
Any community needs to find some 
way for its people to get together and 
look at their problems and their goals. 
Most communities have only a hazy 
idea of what their problems are and 
even less of an idea of how to solve 
them. 
Maybe a retreat would be the an­ 
swer or maybe just a town hall type 
meeting some evening would ac­ 
complish this. But some way needs to 
be found to do a better job of chan­ 
neling local resources in the direction 
of community improvement. 
Ear too many of us want someone 
else to solve all of our problems and 
we too often get upset when they 
don’t. But only the citizens of this 
area can make this a 
stronger 
community and there aren’t so many 
of us but what all of us will have to 
take part if anything major is ever 
accomplished. 
A step in the right direction would 
be for you to attend the BCD banquet 
next Tiiursday and at least offer 
encouragement to the newly elected 
officers and directors. If they are to 
accomplish much this coming year 
they will need your support and en­ 
couragement.

The delay could cause the loss of even 
more property dam age or could even 
cause the loss of a life. 


For many years now' the voters of 
T exas have opposed any move to have 
our 
Legislature 
meet 
in 
annual 
sessions instead of bi-annual. But it 
appears to me that the public must 
take a new look at this if we are to 
avoid a major breakdown in both 
state and local government. 
The problem facing this state with 
its bi-annual sessions are the day to 
day rulings being handed down by our 
state and federal courts. A typical 
example of this is the recent ruling on 
school finances. Unless utter chaos is 
to prevail in our school system s 
across the state the Legislature must 
act before next year when it meets in 
regular session. 
Other court created problems that 
must be faced by the state legislature 
are the constant new' 
rulings on 
welfare, redistricting, etc. 


The courts seem to be good at 
creating problems but do very little 
towards finding answers to these 
problems. 
Another big 
one facing us righi 
now is filing fees for the upcoming 
primary elections. A Dallas court last 
summer struck down the primary 
filing fee system as followed for years 
in the state. 
The ruling held that the filing fees 
required in some cases were exor­ 
bitant and prevented ordinary people 
from running for office, and that the 
policy of making the candidates pay 
the costs of the primary election was 
inequitable. The case has been ap­ 
pealed to the Supreme Court. 
But 
what 
h appens 
now. 
The 
deadline for filing for the primaries is 
Feb. 7 and if the court rules that the 
candidates do not have to pay for the 
costs of the primary elections, who 
will? 
While many people may not realize 
that the state does not pay for either 
the 
D em o cratic 
or 
R epublican 
primaries — this is the case. If as 
expected, the Supreme Court upholds 
the ruling, who is going to pay for the 
election costs. The counties cannot 
unless authorized by the Legislature 
or the Courts. The political parties do 
not have the money to pay for election 
clerks and supplies for all over the 
state 
and 
the 
voters 
cannot 
be 
ch arged 
for 
voting 
so 
again 
everything is in a big mess. 
We are either going to have to get a 
faster legislative process or else slow 
down the court rulings and this does 
not seem possible. 


Rotary Told Total Action 


Needed to Fight Pollution 


Solving the nation’s pollution 
problems can be done only 
through total community action 
involving individuals, 
govern­ 
ments at all levels, and business 
and industrial organizations, a 
Continental 
Oil 
Company 
representative declared 
here 
today. 
Harold 
Dewlen, 
Division 
Office Manager for Continental 
Oil Company, Midland, Texas, 
told a luncheon audience of the 
Hamlin 
Rotary 
Club, 
that 
pollution itself is not new 
“ But 
m an ’s determination to do 
something about it is.” 
Turning 
to 
the 
petroleum 
industry, he noted that 
“ oil 
companies 
spend 
some 
$1.5 
million a day to solve pollution 
problems The U.S. Chamber of 
Com m erce says 
petroleum 
leads all American industries in 
such expenditures.” 
Pollution abatement is also a 
major budget item at Conoco, 
Dewlen added 
The company 
has budgeted $16.6 million for 
air and water conservation and 
land reclamation this year, a 
sum equal to about nine percent 
of the firm’s anticipated net 


income. 
He made particular mention 
of Conoco’s operations in the 
Aransas 
Wildlife 
Refuge 
of 
South Texas, winter home of the 
m ajestic whooping crane. 


“ We plan our production and 
drilling activities with the birds 
prominently in mind,” he noted. 
“ As a 
result, the 
company 
received the National Audubon 
Society’s citation of merit, the 
first time any U. S. corporation 
has received this honor. More 
important, the whooping crane 
population has been steadily 
increasing from near extinction 
to the latest count of 57 birds.” 


Even though Continental and 
the 
petroleum 
industry 
are 
involved and spending huge 
sums of money, they don’t have 
all 
their 
pollution 
problems 
solved, Dewlen concluded. “ But 
I prefer to be an optim ist; I 
think we can continue to move 
forward. It will take lots of 
m oney, cooperation am ong 
individuals, 
government 
and 
business, and commitment. But 
it can be done.”

More than 2,200 telephones 
were in service in Hamlin as of 
December I, a healthy increase 
of 3.3 percent during 1971, Bud 
McCasland, manager for South­ 
western Bell, said today.
